Outrnges of the Soldlery.

The French soldiers massacre thelr own
officers. Many of the latter have escaped to
Belgium.

The Bombardment eof Strashurg.

Bervix, S8ept. 3.—The following news s ofli-
clal:—

MuxprrsaEry, Sept. 2—11 A, M.—At four
o'clock this morning the French at Strasburg
opened a violent but ineffectual fire along the
ontireline. A savage artillery duel ensued.

The Pruseian losses are unknown. When the
telegram left they certainly were unimportant.
The French made a sortie agalnst the Isle of
Waaken and on the railway near the station
Colonel Renz with a battalion of Baden grena-
diers repulsed them and drove them back into
the city. Omne oflicer and four chasseurs were
taken prisoners. Lieutenant-Colonel Weiden
was wounded. The second parallel I8 nearly
finighed.

French Troeps Disarmed In Belglom.

Brussens, Sept. S.—Additional bodies of
French troops passed the Belgian border near
Bouillon. They were promptly disarmed. In
one body of 5000 men were one general and
several oflicers of the lmperial staff, who zave
up their swords.

Bazalne's Efforts to Get Free,

Marimcount, Sept. 2—Noon.—Since Wednes-
day moruing Bazaine has constantly sought to
get to the northward from Metz with his army.
